WASHINGTON Any momentum from 
Saturday’s historic House approval 
of a sweeping health care overhaul is 
likely to be short-lived as the focus 
moves to the Senate, where progress 
has been stalled for weeks. 

Washington lawmakers on Sunday 
had two views of what the House’s 
220 to 215 vote means. 

One was that the narrowness 
of the vote, with 39 Democrats 
opposed, showed the weakness of 
the bill. The other was that the 
House vote was a major victory, the 
furthest any proposed health care 
overhaul has gotten since Medicare was cre- 
ated in 1965. No final health care overhaul will 
be easy 

Obama, in a statement Sunday, praised 
“a courageous vote for many members of 


Congress.” 

“For years we’ve been told this couldn’t 
be done,” he said. “But last night, the House 
proved differently” 

Skeptical Senate lawmakers said they could 


hardly go home, where people are facing a still- 
ailing economy, and argue a new trillion dollar 
program is essential. 

House Democratic leaders tried to counter 
those fears by issuing a 14-point list of provi- 


sions that take effect immediately, including a 
ban on lifetime coverage limits, a requirement 
that insurance programs allow young people to 
remain on their parents’ policies until they’re 
27, and a reduction of the coverage gap in the 
Medicare prescription drug program. But other 
key features of the bill, and the ones that will 
cost the most, don’t take effect until 2013. 

There are some significant differences 
between the Senate and House approaches: 
The Senate’s public option would allow states to 
“opt out,” for example. And still to be resolved 
is abortion policy The House bill passed only 
after language was added guaranteeing no fed- 
eral funds would be used to pay for abortions, 
except in cases of rape, incest or where the 
mother’s life is in danger. 

While abortion has not been as controversial 
in the Senate, abortion rights advocates object- 
ed to the tough House version and it’s sure to 
become a flashpoint again.

It’s 
like pot, but not

KANSAS CITY, Mo. It burns like marijuana, works 
like marijuana and sort of looks like it, too. And 
it’s perfectly legal. 

It’s called K2, and area police confirm the 
little bags of dried herbs are starting to pop up 
among teens and young adults. Although it may 
be new on the local drug scene, K2 and similar 
brands have the attention of a Kansas lawmaker 
who said she would consider outlawing the sub- 
stance. 

That’s because the health risks of smok- 
ing one of these dubious doobies is unknown. 
Some European countries already have moved 
to ban it. 

Available for sale online and at a store in 
Lawrence, Kan., K2 comes in a small pouch. 
Inside is a mix of dried herbs that look like 
oregano but are laced with chemicals designed 
to mimic the effects of marijuana. Other brands 
go by the names Spice, Genie and Zohai. 

Because the active ingredients are just a few 
atoms away from the real thing, the synthetic 
stuff isn’t covered by laws banning marijuana. 
This means K2 and similar products are legal— 
even though the effects are identical to pot. 
Police are finding it in high schools. 

The manufacturer behind K2 and similar 
brands remains a mystery Huffman said he 
thought much of the new synthetic cannabis 
comes from labs in Asia.

What to do when you don’t quite fit into the health care system

As a full-time nanny, Louisa Ferrer, 26, is exposed to plenty 
of germs— but not to health insurance. 

Ferrer, who lived in University Village but recently left 
Chicago, said she’s “always sick because the kids are sick,” 
but she avoids going to the doctor like the plague because she 
fears how much it will cost. The last time she visited a doctor, 
Ferrer said, was three years ago, when she started coughing up 
blood after three weeks of fiu-like symptoms. (It turned out 
she had walking pneumonia.) 

Ferrer, whose employer doesn’t offer a health plan, said 
she tried to buy individual health insurance, but was turned 
down because the insurance company deemed her high 
risk due to previous health issues. Uninsured since she was 
dropped from her parents’ health plan upon leaving college 
five years ago, Ferrer said she hasn’t had a regular doctor 
since visiting her pediatrician in high school. 

“I don’t know that anyone even has my medical records,” 
Ferrer said. 

Ferrer is among the many young adults wandering in med- 
ical no-man’s land, often waiting until they’re on death’s door 
before seeking medical attention. Young adults are more 
likely than any other group to be uninsured, but even those 
with health plans sometimes forgo doctor visits because 
they don’t have a primary care physician or they assume 
their young bodies can beat any ailment. 

Seventeen percent of 18- to 29 -year-olds reported needing 
but not receiving medical attention in the past year because 
they couldn’t afford it, and that age group is the least likely to 
have seen a dentist, according to a special report published 
this year as part of the National Center for Health Statistics’ 
annual “Health, United States” survey While young adult- 
hood is generally a healthy period, the study said, it also sets 
the foundation for future health behaviors and may be the 
time when health education and preventive care have the 
biggest effect. 

“Everyone assumes {young adults] are all healthy, and 
that’s just not true,” said study author Amy Bernstein. 

About 15 percent of young adults, defined by the study 
as 18- to 29-year-olds, suffer from chronic conditions such 
as asthma, diabetes and cancer, according to the report. 
Twenty-four percent of them are obese. Y)ung adults 
account for the most injury-related emergency room visits. 
Certain sexually transmitted diseases, such as gonorrhea 
and chlamydia, peak during young adulthood, as do rates of 
smoking, alcohol and drug use. 

“People aren’t thinking about the things they’re doing 
now that can hurt them in the long run,” Bernstein said. 


Shopping trip 

Need help navigating the confusing world of health 
insurance? 

The Health Insurance Shoppe, which opened Oct. 1 
at 1900 W. Belmont, bills itself as Chicago’s first retail 
storefront for health insurance. Customers browse carriers 
and ask for advice as though they’re looking for the perfect 
pair of winter boots. 

Owner Jordan Wishner, 29, who worked as an insurance 
broker for more than 10 years, said he helps people pick the 
best plan and offers advice on how to pay for it. 

Information seminars, including “Health Insurance 101,’’ 
are held at the Shoppe Tuesday and Thursday nights at 
6:30 p.m. 

The service is free. Wishner, who represents BlueCross 
BlueShield of Illinois, Aetna, Humana, Assurant Health and 
Celtic, gets paid by the insurance companies.

While mortality rates double between adolescence and 
young adulthood (70 percent of deaths among young adults 
are from suicide, homicide or accidents), young adults are 
more likely to be uninsured than any other group. 

Among 19- to 29-year-olds, 29 percent— or 13.2 million 
people— were uninsured in 2007, representing 30 percent 
of uninsured Americans, according to an August report from 
the Commonwealth Fund, a private foundation that advo- 
cates for a high performing health care system. 

But even some young people with health insurance are 
strangers to the medical system. 

Zoli Laczko, 35, said he hadn’t been to the doctor in almost 
20 years until three months ago, when he scheduled a visit 
because he was experiencing disconcerting heart palpita- 
tions. Though he’s been paying for insurance through his 
employer for years, Laczko said he never felt sick enough 
that there was a point in going to the doctor, and he didn’t 
know how to find a primary physician anyway 

“I didn’t knowhow the system worked,” Laczko, who lives 
in Bucktown, said. “What do you do? Do you look in the 
phone book or online or something?” 

The heart palpitations ended up being stress-induced, 
Laczko said, and they subsided when he reduced his work- 
load. But now that he’s found a doctor— through a referral 
by a family member— Laczko said he hopes to get an annual 
physical. 

“It’s probably a good idea, especially now that I’m getting 
older,” Laczko said. “I’ll make it a habit to go more.”

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What to 
watch for 

Too old for the annual pediatrician visit— and too young for the annual 
mammogram or prostate exam— people in their 20s and 30s can easily 
go years without seeing a doctor. And sometimes, doctors say, that's 
OK, 

‘As long as men are feeling good, their weight is stable, they have no 
undue pain, they're functioning well at their job, in their relationships 
and at home, then for the most part, they don't need to be seen,” said 
Dr, Ted Epperly board chairman of the American Academy of Family 
Physicians, Same goes for young women, though they should have 
regular gynecological appointments for Pap smears and breast exams. 

That doesn't mean young people are home -free. If you're having 
symptoms of anything— worst headache ever, bleeding from some- 
where, pain in your chest, pain that lasts for longer than normal or 
impairs your ability to function— you should be seen by a doctor, 
Epperly said. 

Here are some health issues to keep an eye on. 



Alcohol 

Men should have no more 
than two drinks per day, 
and women should have no 
more than one per day Epperly 
said. Aicohoi causes damage to 
your liver, stomach and pancreas. 



Depression 

Young aduithood is a critical period for 
identifying mentai health problems, which 
usuaiiy manifest by age 24. Depression is the 
most common probiem, affecting 11 percent of 
young women and 6 percent of young men. 


Hypertension & cholesterol 

D Three percent of young aduits have hypertension (high blood 
pressure). The earlier you start treating it, the better chance of 
avoiding long-term problems such as heart attack, stroke and blindness, 
Epperly said. Ail adults over 20 should get a cholesterol test every five 
years, says the Nationai Cholesteroi Education Program. 



Obesity 

If you are 30 pounds over your ideal weight, 
you are approaching obesity, Epperiy 
said. To calculate your ideal weight: For men, 
give yourself 106 pounds for five feet of 
height, then add six pounds for every inch of 
over five feet. For women, give yourself 100 
pounds for five feet of height, then add 
five pounds for every inch over five 
feet. (This is a rough approximation; 
different body frames have 
different ideai weights). 



Physical 

activity 

Two-thirds of young adults 
don’t get leisure physical 
activity. You should exercise 
at least 30 minutes per day, 
five days a week, Epperly 
said. 


Vaccines 

In addition to 
an annual flu 
vaccine, adults are 
supposed to get a 
tetanus and 
diptheria vaccine 
every 10 years, 
and a whooping 
cough vaccine 
once between 


the ages of 18 
and 65.

Chlamydia, gonorrhea 
and HPV (human 
papillomavirus) peak during 
young adulthood, with 45 
percent of women age 20 to 24 
testing positive for HPV. Both 
men and women should get 
tested for STIs if they’re having 
unprotected sex. The CDC 
recommends girls and 
women under 26 
get the HPV 
vaccine. The

Cancer 

□ Healthy lifestyle choices during young adulthood-inciuding good 
nutrition, quitting smoking and cutting back on alcohol-are key to 
reducing the risk of cancer later in life, said Hoily Trandel, cancer risk reduction 
program coordinator for the Robert H. Lurie Comprehensive Cancer Center at 
Northwestern University. 

Young aduits aiso should keep an eye out for certain cancers, such as: 

» Testicular cancer* which is the most common cancer in men aged 15 to 35. 
See a doctor if there’s pain, lumps or other testicular changes, Trandel said. 

» Skin cancer Be alert to new or changing skin growths, and see a doctor if 
you notice moles that have the A-B-C-D characteristics: Asymmetrical, Border 
irregularity. Color and Diameter. (It could be bad if it’s bigger than the size of a 
pencil eraser.) 

» Cervical cancer* which is caused by HPV but is preventable. Starting no later 
than age 21, women should get a pelvic exam and Pap smear annually. 

» Breast cancer Women in their 20s and 30s should have a clinical breast exam 
every three years, Trandel said. Mammograms are recommended to start at 
40, but if you have a family history of breast cancer, talk to your doctor about 
earlier screenings. Generally, be aware of what your breasts look and feel like 
and report any changes to your doctor.

Chicago Park District 
wants your ideas for 
future of Northerly Island

Do you envision Northerly Island as a peaceful 
nature park, complete with marshes, coves and 
fishing holes? Or perhaps you’re more partial to 
turning the 91-acre peninsula into a recreational 
wonderland, outfitted with a kayak course, bike 
path and concert venue. 

Either way, the Chicago Park District wants 
to hear from you. On Tuesday, the district will 
present a series of design plans to the pub- 
lic to gather feedback and solicit ideas for 
Northerly Island, located just south of the Adler 
Planetarium and east of Soldier Field. 

“What’s so amazing about {Northerly Island] 
is you stand on the island and you face the lake, 
you’re surrounded by native plants, birds, 
sounds of crashing waves,” said Gia Biagi, direc- 
tor of planning and development for the park 
district. “You turn around 180 degrees, and you 
see Soldier Field and the skyline and it’s a totally 
different experience.” 

The hope, Biagi said, is to mesh the two 
together. 

Northerly Island originally was part of a mas- 
ter plan by Daniel Burnham, Chicago’s most 
famous architect and planner. He envisioned a 


series of man-made islands, 
between Grant and Jackson 
parks, that would include 
lagoons, harbors, beaches, 
recreation areas and a sce- 
nic drive with views of the 
city’s lake and skyline. 

In the 1930S and 1940s, 
the island did feature 
walkways, with grass, trees 
and the 12th Street Beach. 

But in 1947, under the Exposition Authority 
Act, Meigs Field opened with a 50 -year lease 
granted by the park district. 

Nature lovers, including Mayor Daley, were 
always hopeful the island would revert back to 
its original intent, culminating in March 2003, 
when Daley ordered bulldozers to carve giant X 
marks onto the airports’ runway in the middle 
of the night, shutting down the airfield. Vacant 
buildings from the airport still stand on the 
island, along with temporary structures from 
the 7,500 -seat Charter One Pavilion, which has 
hosted concerts over the past several summers. 

There are also pathways among the island’s 
wild prairie grasses. Park supporters say there 
is now a unique opportunity for the public to 
participate in the shaping the island’s future. 

“I don’t think any city in the world has an 
opportunity like we do,” said Bob O’Neill, 
president of Grant Park Conservancy, which is 
co-hosting the event.

Many motorists nabbed for speeding by a lidar 
detector are seeing their tickets thrown out at 
Chicago’s traffic court because of a loophole the 
city’s law department has been unable to close. 

Within the past year, judges in Cook County 
Traffic Court in Chicago determined that speeds 
captured by the lidar devices were not admissible 
because the devices had not been proven scientifi- 
cally reliable in an Illinois court, said Jenny Hoyle, 


spokeswoman for the law department, which pros- 
ecutes most speeding tickets in the city 

The devices, widely used by police departments 
across the state, are the primary speed detector used 
by the Chicago Police Department, Hoyle said. 

As a result, many motorists ticketed for speed- 
ing in the city have been able to skate out of traffic 
court without having to pay the fine. “Judges don’t 
share our view that the technology is valid in court,” 
Hoyle said. 


The legal loophole, which the city’s law depart- 
ment is determined to close, does not benefit 
motorists who plead guilty and pay their fine by 
mail, Hoyle said. The city has continued to cash 
those checks. 

The legal procedure required to prove a technol- 
ogy is scientifically reliable is laborious and expen- 
sive, experts said. The Chicago Police Department 
plans to continue using the devices, said Roderick 
Drew, a spokesman for the department.

This holiday season’s biggest entertainment 
blockbuster likely will be a sequel to a popular 
franchise, with jarring depictions of war and an 
intricate story of good versus evil. It could easily 
rake in more than last year’s record $155 million 
opening weekend for “The Dark Knight.” 

But this blockbuster isn’t a movie. 

It’s “Call of Duty: Modern Warfare 2,” a 
video game to be released Tuesday by Activision 
Blizzard. Fans worldwide are expected to spend 
at least half a billion dollars on the game in the 
first week. 

That would at least match last year’s “Grand 
Theft Auto IV,” which was the most successful 
video game release in history and might have 
been the top entertainment launch ever. 

Justin Criswell, 31, plans to line up at a 
GameStop store in Brooklyn on Monday night 
so he can buy the new “Call of Duty” when it 
goes on sale after midnight, for $60. It’s avail- 
able for PCs, Microsoft’s Xbox 360 and Sony’s 
PlayStation 3. 

“Ever since they announced it, me and most 
of the friends that I play with have been crazy 
excited about it,” Criswell said. 

Once he gets a copy, he plans to stay up much 
of the night to play it online with friends and 
relatives scattered in Tennessee, California, 
Ohio and Florida. “Those who have to work the 
next day have taken the day off,” he said. 

Like the previous five “Call of Duty” games, 
which are all rated “M” for mature (not for 
children under 17), this one lets players shoot 
their way through a complex series of scenes. 
The game’s developer. Infinity Ward, spent 


two years creating realistic graphics amplified 
in many players’ homes by big-screen, high- 
definition TVs and powerful speakers. It’s like 
stepping into a movie. 

A big part of the game’s appeal is in its mul- 
tiplayer component— players can fight each 
other, whether they’re at the same game con- 
sole or in separate locations and connected 
online. 

Or a player can dive in alone and get swept 
into the game’s plot, which picks up where 
“Call of Duty 4: Modern Warfare,” left off That 
game ended with victory over a Russian terror- 
ist, but he was just part of a larger conspiracy 
This time, the target is an even more vicious 
leader of the Russian Ultranationalist move- 
ment. Settings include a snowbound Siberian 
base, a leafy American suburb and the burning 


streets of Washington, DC. One trailer for the 
game shows a glimpse of action in outer space. 
For David Dague, 36, who lives in Chicago, 


the launch of “Modern Warfare 2” is like the 
beginning of football season for a sports fan. 
Because he can play the game with other peo- 
ple, joining up in “clans” or fighting against 
them, “Call of Duty” is like “paintball in a box,” 
he said. Better yet, paintball on a couch. 

“Playing against other living, thinking players 
becomes a competitive pastime,” said Dague, 
who runs a Web community for adults who play 
multiplayer games on Xbox 360. Dague said he 
plans to play “Modern Warfare 2” for about two 
hours at a time, two to three nights a week. 

“I don’t watch soap operas, I don’t watch 
football. Multiplayer gaming is where my com- 
petitive spirit gets its outlet,” he said.
